T. Butner, a tall young settler at 
Rocky Rapids, 22 miles south of 
Entwistle, said he had done his best 
to get off relief, transferring a 
homestead near Bear Lake for his 
present location, 


$10 A MONTH 

“I have been unable to do much 
owing to wet and cold weather. We 
had $10 a month from the depart- 
ment. I lost a cow and then got 
pinched for shooting a doe deer. 

“When I got back from the jail 
after serving 10 days I tried shoot- 
ing squirrels for fur. All I got in 
three weeks was three squirrels. I 
lost my horses, and I have been re- 
fused relief. Putting me in jail has 
taken away my ambition. With no 
cow, no horse, no milk, no feed, no 
meat and groceries dearer than in 
the city my family cannot live on 
$10 a month.” 

Butner said that Supt. McKee is 
trying to prosecute him on a charge 
of cruelty to animals and that his 
wife refuses to live on the home- 
stead. 


WILL QUIT HOMESTEAD 

“I don't think I'll ever try to 
make a living on a homestead 
again,” declared Butner, who said 
had worked on farms, had 
broken horses and in his schoolboy 
days had herded cows. 

Replying to the evidence of But- 
ner, Superintendent McKee said 
that Butner and his wife both 
claimed to have had farming ex- 
perience before they went out un- 
der the settlement scheme. “They 
went of their own free will, and 
they should be capable of support- 
ing themselves on a farm,” said the 
officer, adding: ‘There's 
something wrong with an _ able- 
bodied man of 24 who can't find 
feed for his cow. Out of the 280 
cases we have sent out into the 
country, the majority are making a 
success of it. We don't want to see 
a good scheme condenmed because 
some able-bodied man doesn't want 
to get out of bed of a morning to 
look after his work.” 

Butner took a seat beside his 
member, Donald McLeod (U. F. A.) 
of Stony Plain, and found solace in 
a cigarette. 


SIMILAR CASE 

John W. White of Drayton Vat- 
ley, another settler under the farm 
settlement scheme, said his case 
was similar to Butner's, “I lost both 
horses and I hadn't the equipment. 
The land was not good, but cut up 
by deep ravines, Neighbors who 
have been there for years are hard 
up 

White said he had worked 12 
summers on farms, worked as a 
teamster, and had picked the land 
himself because it was the only 
one free of muskeg. He had sown! 
five acres in clover and_ timothy, 
but hail and drought killed it,

PEACE HOPE 
OF MUSSOLINI 


Modernized Air Fleet Of 
Italy Ready, Away Be- 
fore Schedule 


ROME, March 28—Italy pinned 
her hopes for peace today on her 
preparedness for war. The nation's 
modernized and enlarged air fleet 
will be completed three years ahead 
of schedule, in time for the 1936- 
1987 manoeuvres, the chamber of 
deputies was assured. 

The international peace talks at 
Stresa were generally regarded as 
a last, slim chance for securing ac- 
cords.

Later on witness was summoned 
by the fire ranger, and had to pay 
$5 out of his $10 a month relief to 
a man with a team to take him to 
Breton where he was fined $25 anc 
costs or three months in jail for 
letting the fire run off his land. 

Later on, said Hamilton, my old 
dad, aged 83, got his old age pen- 
sion and he gave us the money to 
come to town. 

“When I went to the Fort to serve 
the 3 months sentence” said Ham- 
ilton, “the warden didn’t want to 
take me in. 

‘You should have been here 3 
months ago’ he said. They kept me 
there for 22 days and let me go.” 


WALKED 175 MILES 


Hamilton said that last time he 
and his wife came in to try to get 
money for equipment for the home- 
stead, they walked the 75 miles, 
taking turns in carrying the baby 

The last time he came in seeking 
equipment he was told that his re- 
lief would be cut off. When he 
couldn't get his wife examined for 
injuries, Dr. Baker did it for noth- 
ing, saying she ought not to go back 
to the homestead for six months, 
but Dr. Day for the Board said she 
had no right to go to Dr. Baker and 
should go back to the homestead at 
once. 

“If I've put up a house without 
equipment, couldn't I do better if 
I had equipment,” argued Hamilton.

FORCES BEHIND THE DEMAND 
* “We need relief from relief’ is the slogan 
of the assembled Mayors of Canadian cities who 
are presenting at Ottawa a demand “That from 
and after April Ist the Dominion Government 
take over and assume the entire cost of un- 
employment relief in Canada.” 

The advance signs do not encourage a hope 
that the demand will get farther than the pre- 
sentation stage. But the Mayors represent cities 
whose residents number 5,000,000 people, 
approximately half the population of Canada. 
Governments have been known to change their 
minds quickly in such circumstances. 

Besides, parliament is in session, the opposi- 
tion is on the drive, and there is a general elec- 


tion in the offing. These political considerations | 


reinforce the appeal of the Mayors for sym- 
pathetic attention on the merits of their case. 
It is early to assume that nothing will come of 
the demand. 


REDISTRIBUTING WEALTH 

Those wily individuals who have been hand- 
ing over their property to wives, sons, 
daughters, sisters, brothers, cousins, aunts and 
uncles, and thereby escaping income taxation, 
must be mind-readers. Mr. Rhodes is putting 
a stop to that method of effecting the much- 
urged redistribution of wealth. 

He is imposing a gift tax on such transfers 
of ownership, which is calculated to hit just as 
hard as the income tax the owner would have 
to pay if he kept the property. Since the gift 
tax is not retroactive beyond the first of the 
present year, congratulations go to those who 
did their giving last year or earlier. 

Whether the recipients come in for a share 
of the congratulations is another matter. Pro- 
perty of any kind in Canada is getting to be a 
doubtful asset, where it is not already a positive 
liability. The fast growing interest bill on 
publie debts is sharpening the scent of the tax- 
levyers, municipal and provincial, as well as 
federal. We are approaching the time when 
if anyone wants to transfer property to some- 
body else he may have to give him a cash bonus 
to take it. 

The only kind of wealth-redistribution Mr. 
Rhodes is actively interested in is the “redis- 
tributing” of money out of the pockets of the 


WHO CARES ABOUT 
ESTIMATES? 

The need for a general election is plain, to 
the point of being pathetic, when a Govern- 
ment with a die-hard majority of eleven over 
all opposition members can muster a plurality 
of only one to defeat a motion to send the 
estimates back to the Ministers for reconsider- 
ation. 

Supporters of the Reid Government have 
reached the stage of lethargic evolution where 
they no longer pretend to have an active in- 
terest in the budget or positive confidence in 
the budget-n ‘alent of the Ministers. They 
absented th s from the house in such 
numbers that chairman of the committee 
had to come to the rescue in order that the 
Government could get its estimates before the 
legislature.

And if a Government cannot 
frame estimates to arouse some appearance of 
enthusiasm among its supporting members, the 
time has come for it to hand back to the elec- 
tors the mnadate they gave it.

A QUESTION OF WILL ONLY 

The national conference of city Mayors de- 
cided to ask the Dominion authority to do two 
things. First, to relieve the cities of the share 
of unemployment relief cost they now bear. 
Second, to assist the cities to refund their debt 
obligations at redueed rates of interest, three 
per cent being urged as a fair rate. 

Hon. Wesley Gordon threw cold water on 
the relief appeal the other day, and Hon. E. N. 
Rhodes spread a wet blanket over the refund- 
ing proposal in the course of his budget speech 

Mr. Gordon said it would cost the Dominion 
a large amount of money to build up and main- 
tain a nation-wide organization to look after 
the spending of federal money for relief pur- 


poses. Mr. Rhodes said: “It appeared (last fall) 
that the time was fast approaching when prac- 
tically all public bodies could secure the 


advantages of refunding outstanding issues at 
substantially lower interest rates, but a tem- 
porary clogging of the market and certain 
widely heralded statements have clouded the 
outlook for the time being.” 

Both statements are evasions, and nothing 
more than evasions. Neither of them is a 
candid and valid reason why the requests can- 
} not be complied with. 

Mr. Gordon must understand, as everybody 
| else understands, that there are ways in which 
' the Dominion can make up to the cities what 

they spend on relief, and leave the cities to 
carry on the spending operations as at present 

and under the full present pressure to see that 
| relief money is not wasted. Mr. Rhodes knows, 
| pretence to the contrary, that he can refund the 

debts of the cities in interest-free money if so 
| minded; and that his threat to do so would 

bring prompt offers to refund at reasonable 
| rates from the bond-holders’ organizations. 
There is no question of power involved in 
| the response that will be made to these appeals 
from the harassed and imperilled cities. It is 
altogether a matter of will. The Dominion can 
take over relief costs and refund city debts if it 
wants to.

The Passing Show | 


By J. S. COWPER 


The Technocrats, who ure neither dead nor 
Sleeping, though they have been silent of late, 
told us some time ago about the ready-made 
houses of exquisite design and completeness 
that ere long ‘would be turned out by factories, 
much as Ford cars are. Well, they've arrived.” 
That's justification enough 
for devot!og a column of the 
Passing Show to telling about 
them. We shall hear much 
more about them in the fu- 
ture when competition and 
increased output make them 
cheap and plentiful. 

Several of the new houses 
are under construction in the 
vicinity of New York City. 
They are the product of re- 
search by an associated group 
of firms known as American Houses, Incor- 
porated, who have started with twelve differ- 
ent types and sizes of houses, ranging from a 
four-room house to sell at $3800 to a nine- 
roomed house with three baths to sell at about 
$10,000. 

A finance scheme is part of the enterprise 
which does away with the need for first and 
second mortgage, enabling the purchaser to 
buy on a fifteen-year purchase basis—the four- 
roomed house at $38 a month and the nine- 
roomed house at $99 a month.

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These prices won't sound attractive to 
western Canadian people, but a description of 
the houses supplied assure the prospective 
purchaser that they are quite remarkable 
dwellings in design, construction, equipment, 
decoration and finish. : 

They are constructed of panel sections of 
insulated design, composed of cement and 
asbestos, formed under tremendous pressure 
and bolted to a steel frame. Roofs are flat 
and used as sun terraces in summer-time—un- 
less the purchaser wants to pay extra for a 
needless gable on his house. The roofs are 
tested to withstand a weight of twenty-five 
feet of snow and the house to resist hurricane 
pressure of 120 miles an hour. Every inside 
partition is removable in the event that the 
owner wishes to turn the house into one big 
room for any special occasion. 

When operations are in full swing, the pro- 
cedure will be as follows: the intending home 
owner will buy his lot, and make his own 
arrangements about sewers and connections for 
water, gas and electricity. He will select the 
type he wishes, and sign his contract. Within 
a day or two, his house will arrive complete in 
one mammoth truck, from one of the regional 
warehouses established every 500 miles 
throughout the country. 

Two expert house-assemblers will arrive 
with the truck, which incidentally is their home 
and contains their living quarters; they will 
employ four or five local laborers in the vicin- 
ity, and will assemble the house, a process that 
is expected to take from two to four weeks. 
These houses contain no basements; under 
them will be excavations of only a few feet, 
with foundations deep enough to get below the 
frost line. 

se yor 

In some of their aspects, these houses are 
unlike anything known before. For example, 
they are all completely air-conditioned, with a 
guarantee that both temperature and humidity 
will be controlled within one degree, winter 
and summer. Because of their construction, 
they are free from attacks by insects, including 
termites. he windows are of the casement 
type, set in the corner of the room to provide 
greater free wall space, and operated from 
within by a small crank. . Screens for summer 
and storm windows for winter are attached 
from the inside, and the windows can be open- 
ed with equal readiness whether the screens 
are in place or not. 

The floor is made of compressed fireproof 
hardwood, which ought to be almost indestruct- 
ible; the flat roof is intended to be used as a 
terrace. In order to economize on space, elec- 
tric clocks are built into the walls of several 
rooms, as are a radio and a cigarette lighter, 
set in the wall of the living-room. 

The heart of this house is the panel called 
the “moto-unit” into which is built all the 
operating machinery. One side of this panel is 
a wall of the kitchen, including air-condition- 
ing equipment, electric refrigerator, hot-water 
heater, dish or cloth-washing machine, stove, 
kitchen cupboards, ete.; the other side forms 
the wall of the bathroom ,to which are attached 
wash-basin, bathtub, showe¥ and toilet. Much 
of the economy in manufacture is based upon 
the fact that all this heavy machinery is assem- 
bled at one point, and designed and built as 
one unit, 


Bought on rental terms, the monthly rent 
includes fire insurance and a life policy. In the 
event of the purchaser dying before completing 
payment, the house becomes part of his estate 
without further payment. 

Of course the new type of house construc- 
should it become popular, is going to play 
c with the manufacturers of bricks and 
lumber, and with labor in the building trades. 

Houses at the prices quoted are not low 
enough to mect the needs of the lower-income 
classes, but that aspect can be remedied if the 
public takes to the idea of the pre-fabricated 
house. The more pertinent problem is to so 
rearrange the social structure that the work- 
ing classes will get the benefit of the reduced 
need for their labor in reduced working hours 
and readjustments of wages. The lucky in- 
ventor and the still luckier manufacturer can- 
not be the only ones to benefit by progress and 
invention, much less to benefit by the misery 
and the hopelessness of those who are dis- 
possessed from employment. 

With the Technocratic house and the other 
realizations of the Technocratic age comes the 
demand for the Technocratic working day. 
According to Howard Scott, Chief Technocrat, 
families could live on a $10,000 living standard 
today with no need for the breadwinner to work 
more than half a day for half the year, if 
Technocratic skill and Technocratic economics 
were put into effect.

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Learn How To Cook 
Vegetables 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


A famous educator telis women that, if they 
Will learn how to cook delicious meals, they 
will keep out of the divorce court, He con- 


siders bad cooking the greatest cause of divorce. 
Probably a great deal of truth is found in his 
statement. 


In learning how to cook, a house- 
wife should spend some time 
in learning how to cook vege- 
tables in appetizing varieties 
for vegetables are more easily 
ruined by cooking than most 
other foods. We read many 
jokes of poor biscuits, but 
how she cooks the vegetables 
is more important from the 
health standpoint. 

Cooked non-starchy vege- 


: i tables should furnish the 
Dr. F. McCoy main bulk of the diet, yet 
they are usually the most neglected. Vege- 


tables are especially valuable in maintaining 
good health for the following reasons: They 
contain a large quantity of food minerals. Be- 
cause of their preponderance in alkaline- 
forming elements they may be classed as alka- 
line-forming foods and for this reason they 
prevent this condition. Vegetables also contain 
vitamins and they supply a source of bulk 
which is of the greatest aid in overcoming con- 
Stipation. They may also be used in abundance 
by those who wish to reduce, as they are not 
fattening. Vegetables also help in reducing the 
cost of living as one may pick out many cheap 
but healthful vegetables. 

The test to find out if you are a capable 
vegetable cook is this: Can you cook a plain 
vegetable in such a simple healthful way that 
you bring out all of its flavor and have people 
enjoy it when served with butter? Many of 
the non-starchy vegetables are easily prepared 
by cleansing, boiling in the least possible 
amount of water, and serving with butter. A 
correctly cooked vegetable has little or no water 
left when it is done. It has a tempting color, 
is tender but not mushy, and of a delicious 
flavor. One should also learn to steam and 
bake all sorts of vegetables. Many cooks pay 
so little attention to the vegetable dishes that 
they drown the vegetables in water, drain this 
water off down the sink and it carries with it 
many of the vital elements and flavors which 
should be retained. Any water remaining after 
vegetables have been cooked should be kept 
and used for soup. 

We are always interested in unfamiliar 
things, but most of us expect them to come from 
Africa or other far away places. You can easily 
find a new source of interest right at home if 
you will begin to study the vegetables you 
know and try to find new ways of preparing 
them. Your own kitchen becomes an exciting 
field of experiment. You will find many attrac- 
tive blends which you never knew before. Your 
success will lead you to try to cook vegetables 
like okra, eggplant, etc, which you have not 
used often and in time you will be able to make 
every meal interesting by fixing up a variety of 
vegetables in a variety of ways. 

When you go to the store today study the 
vegetables displayed and see if you can find a 
new one. Or. if the fresh vegetables are scarce, 
take a look at the canned ones, and pick out a 
kind you have not been serving often. Take 
it home and fix up a surprise for dinner tonight. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Miss F. writes: “I frequently 
see coddled eggs mentioned in your menus. 
How are they prepared?” 

ANSWER: Coddled eggs are prepared by 
pouring boiling water over them while in the 
shells, and allowing to stand about eight min- 
utes. When broken open, the egg should have 
a jelly-like consistency, but at the same time, 
should be so well coooked that there is not 
apparent albumen. 

QUESTION—Mrs, F. H. asks: “Will you 
kindly inform me if it is all right to mix lemon 
and grapefruit juice? I use Jemon juice in hot 
water every morning upon arising, but I find 
it more palatable to mix the two.” 

ANSWER—The juices of oranges, grapefruit 
and lemons may be mixed, as they contain 
essentially the same elements. The principal 
acid contained in them is citric acid. No other 
fruits should be combined in this way.

On this date in 1832 the Legis- | 
lature of Upper Canada passed a | 
bill to incorporate Brockville as | 
a police village. 

The first Board of Police met | 
in the court house early in April. } 
It was an elected body, composed 
of the Hon. Honas Jones and Hon, | 
Henry Sherwood representing the 
east ward and Samuel Pennock | 
and John Murphy the west ward. 
One of the first acts of the board 
was to order the purchase of a 
fire engine at a cost of £125 and |
